March  13, 2001 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Madbury,  County  of  Strafford,  and  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  was  called  to  order  at  1 1 :00  AM  by  Moderator  Donald  W. 
Melvin.  The  polls  declared  open  and  the  following  Ballot  Clerks  were  sworn  in  by  the

Moderator  Melvin  called  the  evening  session  of  the  Meeting  to  order  at  7:14  PM. 
He  announced  that  the  jx)lls  which  opened  at  1 1 :00  AM  for  the  purpose  of  voting  by  ballot 
on  Article  1  of  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  as  well  as  voting  on  all  Articles  on  the  Oyster 
River  Cooperative  School  District  Ballot  would  close  at  8:00  PM  unless  extended  by  vote  of 
the  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  1 .    The  following  Town  Officers  were  elected  by  ballot:

ARTICLE  2     Barbara  Houston  moved  and  Carol  Loughlin  seconded  a  motion  to 

authorize  the  Selectmen  to  choose  all  other  Town  Officials  PASSED 


ARTICLE  3.  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Jim  Davis  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00) 
for  the  existing  Captial  Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  8  at  the  1998  Town 
Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of  a  Safety  Complex  and  ftirther 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  as  agents  to  withdraw  and  expend  for  this 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  This  appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  is  included  in  the  proposed  budget. 

Selectman  Hodsdon  explained  the  the  Town  currently  has  $157,165.00 
in  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  held  discussions 
with  Madbury's  Fire  and  Police  Departments  in  regard  to  their  needs.  The 
Board  will  attempt  to  select  a  site  and  a  design  to  present  at  the  2002  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  Ideally  the  Board  would  like  to  begin  construction  during  the 
summer  of  2002  with  a  completion  date  in  2003.  Hodsdon  did  say  there  were 
still  many  "ifs"  and  no  specific  plans.  He  further  explained  that  the  funding 
of  the  Safety  Complex  would  most  likely  come  from  a  combination  of  this 
Capital  Reserve  Fund,  surplus  monies  and  bonding  with  no  real  affect  on  the 
town's  tax  rate.  There  being  no  further  questions  or  discussion  a  vote  was 
taken.  PASSED 


ARTICLE  4.  Carol  Loughlin  moved  and  Donald  Sundberg  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000.00)  for  the 
existing  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  8  at  the  1994  Town  Meeting 
for  the  purchase  of  a  Fire  Truck  and  fiirther  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act 
as  agents  to  withdraw  and  expend  from  this  Captial  Reserve  Fund.  This 
appropriation  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  is  included  in 
the  posted  budget. 

Selectman  Moriarty  explained  that  if  this  Article  passes  there  would  be 
$165,729.00  in  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund  that  the  Town  began  in  1994. 
Assistant  Fire  Chief  Jim  Davis  pointed  out  that  the  Fire  Department  now 
has  a  10  year  old  pumper  and  a  22  year  old  pumper.  A  new  one  will  most 
likely  be  purchased  when  we  have  a  newer  and  larger  building  to  house  these 
vehicles.  There  was  no  discussion.  A  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  5  Selectmen  Jay  Moriarty  moved  and  Gray  Comwell  seconded  a  motion  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.00)  for 
the  existing  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  9  at  the  2000  Town 
Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  the  Purchase  of  Property  and/or  Easements.  The 
Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation  and  it  is  included  in  the  posted 
budget. 


There  were  no  questions.  A  vote  was  taken. 


PASSED 


ARTICLE  6.  Stephen  Schuster  moved  and  Carol  Loughlin  seconded  a  motion  to  establish 
a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  35)  for  the  purpose  of 
recreational  field  development  of  the  Tibbetts  property  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00)  towards  this 
purpose,  and  to  further  authorize  the  selectmen  to  act  as  agents  to  withdraw 
and  expend  from  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this 
appropriation,  and  it  is  included  in  the  posted  budget. 

Recreation  Commission  Chair  Andrew  Wood  spoke  to  this  article.  When  the 
DeMerritt  Park  fields  were  rebuilt  they  became  used  mostly  by  Oyster  River 
Youth  Association  teams.  In  order  to  give  Madbury  residents  other  options 
for  recreation  the  Commission  envisions  creating  two  new  soccer  fields  and 
open  spaces  for  other  sports  on  the  Tibbetts  property.  The  commission  is 
actively  working  with  the  US  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  to  help  create  these 
fields.  A  few  questions  were  asked.  When  there  were  no  further  questions  a 
vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  7.  Jay  Moriarty  moved  and  Bruce  Hodsdon  seconded  a  motion  to  pass  the 
proposed  budget  of  $866,959.00  for  the  current  year. 


With  not  one  question  raised,  a  vote  was  taken.

ARTICLE  8.    Lorriane  Morong  moved  and  Connie  Eppich  seconded  a  motion  to  establish 
a  public  library  pursuant  to  RSA  202-A:3. 


Library  Committee  members  Lx)rraine  Morong,  Jean  Bartell,  Eileen  Corrow, 
Mayme  Trumble,  Peggy  Wolcott  and  Betsy  Renshaw  gave  an  comprehen- 
sive six  part  presentation  of  their  research  and  work  with  different  state 
departments  towards  establishing  a  town  library  for  Madbury. 

There  being  no  questions  following  the  complete  and  lively  presentation  a 
vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  9.  Eileen  Corrow  moved  and  Margaret  Fish  seconded  a  motion  to  create  the 
office  of  Library  Trustee  pursuant  to  RSA  669:16. 

No  questions  or  discussion.  A  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  10.  Jeanne  Bartell  moved  and  Betsy  Renshaw  seconded  a  motion  to  elect  three 
(3)  library  trustees  by  unofficial  ballot.  Jeanne  Bartell  nominated  Craig  Seaver, 
Mayme  Trumble  and  Joan  Valentine  for  one  year  terms  as  Madbury  Library 
Trustees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

With  no  questions  or  other  discussion  a  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  11.  Eileen  Corrow  moved  and  Robert  Drugan  seconded  a  motion  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-c  providing  that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting 
may  adopt  an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission  of  such 
authority,  the  public  library  trustees  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  with- 
out further  action  of  the  town  meeting,  unanticipated  monies  from  a  state, 
federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  avail- 
able during  the  fiscal  year. 

No  question  or  discussion.  A  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  12.  Lorraine  Morong  moved  and  Carol  Loughlin  seconded  a  motion  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  RSA  202  -A:4-d  authorizing  the  public  library  trustees  to 
accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than  money,  which  may  be  offered  to 
the  library  for  any  public  purpose,  and  require  that  the  public  library  trustees 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  acceptance  of  any  gift  valued  over 
$5,000.00.  Such  authorization  shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  a  vote 
at  town  meeting.  No  acceptance  of  any  personal  property  under  the  author- 
ity of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  bind  the  town  or  the  library  trustees  to 
raise,  appropriate,  or  expend  any  public  funds  for  the  operation,  mainte- 
nance, repair  or  replacement  of  such  property. 

Again  with  no  discussion  or  questions  a  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

Moderator  Melvin  announced  it  was  8:00  PM  and  anyone  present  who  had  not  voted 
yet  to  do  so  because  the  polls  were  closing. 

ARTICLE  13.  Joan  Sundberg  moved  and  Eileen  Corrow  seconded  a  motion  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  RSA  466:30-a  which  make  it  unlawful  for  any  dog  to  run  at 
large,  except  when  accompanied  by  the  owner  or  custodian,  and  when  used 


for  hunting,  herding,  supervised  comp)etition  and  exhibition  or  training  for 
such. 

Joan  Sundberg  tried  to  clarify  the  wording  of  the  RSA  and  fielded 
many  of  the  ensuing  questions.  After  a  half  hour  debate  on  this  rather 
emotional  issue  a  vote  was  taken.  The  regular  voice  vote  was  incon- 
clusive. Moderator  Don  Melvin  asked  for  a  hand  vote. 

YES-54         NO-45  PASSED 

ARTICLE  14.  John  Nachilly  moved  and  Craig  Seaver  seconded  a  motion  to  retain 

the  unexpended  portion  of  the  200 1  Conservation  Commission  appro- 
priation, said  monies  to  be  placed  in  the  Madbury  Conservation  Fund. 

No  questions  or  discussion.  A  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  15.  There  were  no  reports  to  be  heard  or  acted  on  this  year. 

ARTICLE  16.  Moderator  Donald  Melvin  asked  those  present  (approximately  120) 
to  please  stand  and  join  him  in  a  moment  of  silence  for  those  Madbury 
folks  who  died  during  the  year  2000.  They  included:

Melissa  Walker  thanked  the  Selectmen  for  all  the  work  they  do  to  up- 
hold the  laws  and  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  NH  and  Town 
of  Madbury  for  all  of  its  citizens. 

Debbie  Leslie  reminded  those  present  that  Madbury's  annual  Town 
fX)t  luck  supper  will  be  held  at  the  Moharimet  Elementary  School 
west  wing  on  Sunday,  April  8th  at  5:30  PM 

Madbury's  Volunteer  Fire  Department  will  host  a  planning  meeting 
for  the  2001  Madbury  Day  at  the  fire  station  on  Tuesday,  March  20th 
at  7:00  PM 

Community  Club  President  Carolyn  Hutton  mentioned  that  Madbury's

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

On  behalf  of  myself  and  the  members  of  the  Madbmy  Fire  Department  I 
would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  during  the  past  year.  This  is 
especially  true  for  this  past  fall  when  dry  conditions  made  outside  burning  ex- 
tremely dangerous.  As  a  reminder,  a  Fire  Permit  is  required  to  kindle  a  fire  unless  the 
ground  is  completely  covered  by  snow.  When  there  is  snow  on  the  ground  we  do 
ask  that  you  notify  one  of  the  towns  Forest  Fire  Wardens  to  help  prevent  unneces- 
sary department  responses.  You  may  obtain  a  fire  permit  from  the  following  indi- 
viduals: Tom  Perley  (749-375 1).  Jim  Davis  (742-3712),  Ken  Wolcott  (742-4794),  or 
Bob  Hodpson  (742-7713). 

For  members  of  the  community  with  fire  alarms  or  medical  aid  alarms,  we 
ask  that  you  please  provide  the  fire  department  with  notice  that  the  alarm  exists, 
along  with  a  list  of  daytime  phone  numbers  as  well  as  the  numbers  for  any  key 
holders  for  the  property.  Most  of  these  alarms  are  monitored  by  people  far  away 
from  Madbury.  and  prior  knowledge  of  the  property  will  help  us  save  fime  when 
trying  to  find  it.  Over  the  past  year  we  have  had  several  cases  of  wrong  addresses 
or  little  available  information  from  some  of  these  monitoring  stations.  Please  help  us 
serve  you  better. 

This  past  year  we  welcomed  the  following  new  members  to  the  Madbury 
Fire  Department:  Bill  Brouse,  Dave  Peterson,  James  McDermott,  Jonathan  March, 
and  Junior  Members:  Chris  Doore.  John  Gaetjens,  and  Conor  McCullough.  This 
year  Captain  Bob  Champoux  and  Lieutenant  Steve  Noel  each  celebrated  their  10th 
year  as  members  of  the  department.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL 
outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  any  open  burning  unless  the 
ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is  completely 
covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppres- 
sion costs.  Open  burning  is  a  privilege,  NOT  a  right.  Help  us  to  protect  you  and 
our  forest  resource!  Build  small  brush  piles  that  can  be  quickly  burned  and  extin- 
guished. 

New  Hampshire  experienced  over  940  wildland  fires  in  200 1 .  Most  of  the  fires 
were  human  caused.  Due  to  dry  contitions  fires  spread  quickly  impacting  more 
than  20  structures.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining 
adequate  green  space  around  the  house  and  make  sure  that  the  house  number  is 
correct  and  visible.  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Wildland  Fires.  Contact  your  local  Fire 
Department  or  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  website  at 
www.nhdfl.com  or  call  271-2217  for  wildland  fire  safety  information.

ANNUAL  REPORT  for  2001 

As  the  year  neared  the  end,  none  of  us  will  forget  the  events  of  September 
1 1  and  how  it  has  changed  our  lives.  We  all  felt  that  this  would  never  happen  in  the 
United  States  -  we  were  caought  by  surprise  and  those  tragic  events  have  changed 
our  lives  forever.  With  this  being  said,  we  are  asking  the  citizens  of  this  community 
to  report  anything  that  is  felt  to  be  suspicious  by  contacting  the  police  department 
at  742-5566  which  is  answered  24  hours  a  day. 

The  department  was  extremely  busy  for  the  past  year.  We  have  seen 
changes  with  our  personnel.  Sgt.  Michael  South  and  Officer  Christopher  Storm  left 
our  agency.  The  department  hired  three  new  officers  -  Thomas  Hart  (who  has  18 
years  experience  in  law  enforcement),  Jason  Lamontagne  (who  served  with  the 
Durham  Police  Department  for  5  years),  and  Michael  Donahue  (hired  as  a  partolman 
-  no  pervious  experience).  Both  Hart  and  Lamontagne  are  fiill-time  certified  and 
bring  experience  to  our  agency. 

Members  of  our  agency  assisted  with  time  and  equipment  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Sugar  House  located  at  theMoharimet  School. 

We  continued  to  work  closely  with  the  Moharimet  School  during  the  year 
of  200 1 .  We  worked  with  school  and  fire  officials  to  develop  an  emergency  plan  for 
the  school  where  we  conducted  a  mock  drill  for  evacuation  off  school  property. 
This  was  very  successfiil.  It  involved  not  only  students,  but  parents,  town  offi- 
cials, and  also  bus  drivers. 

We  are  now  affiliated  with  the  domestic  violence  project  on  the  County 
Attorney  level.  This  program  allows,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town,  attorneys  fi-om  the 
County  Attorney's  office  to  prosecute  these  delicate  cases. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Representative  Janet  Wall  for  all  her  hard  work  in 
sponsoring  House  Bill  No.  6 1 6,  which  allowed  keeping  the  Durham  District  Court  to 
remain  in  Durham.  This  legislation  will  allow  officers  to  continue  to  have  night 
court.  This  bill  was  very  beneficial  in  saving  time  and  money  for  the  Town  of 
Madbury.

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MADBURY  PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  update  of  the  Town's  Master  Plan  was  again  a  major  activity  of  the 
Planning  Board  during  the  past  year.  The  community  development  policies  were 
revised.

In  addition,  three  chapters  have  been  completed  and  work 
continues  on  two  others.  The  completed  chapters  include:  Chapter  1 ,  Demographic 
Profile:  Chapter  2,  Historic  Resources:  and  Chapter  3,  Water  Resources. 

Work  was  begun,  and  will  continue  this  year,  on  Chapters  4  and  5,  Land 
Use  and  Natural  Resources.  It  is  also  anticipated  that  before  the  coming  year  is  out 
work  will  begin  on  chapters  dealing  with  economic  development  and  government 
services.  These  activities  are  supported,  in  part,  by  a  grant  which  allows  us  to 
enlist  the  assistance  of  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  end 
result  of  this  process  is  to  review  and  make  changes,  where  appropriate,  to  the 
Madbury's  zoning  ordinances,  subdivision,  and  site  plan  regulations. 

AH  of  our  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  welcome  public  input 
into  the  above  activities.  They  are  expected  to  have  an  important  impact  on  the 
future  of  Madbury. 

Public  hearings  were  held  on  seven  applications  which  resulted  in  seven 
additional  building  lots  plus  a  lot  line  adjustment.  At  year's  end  several  other 
applications  were  pending  which  may  result  in  as  many  as  twelve  additional  lots. 

A  new  policy  instituted  this  year  requires  that  all  subdivision  and  site  plan 
applications  be  reviewed  by  a  professional  land  use  planner.  This  is  to  provide  the 
technical  assistance  needed  in  an  increasingly  sophisticated  environment  and 
also  to  identify  any  potential  problems  in  the  application  early  in  the  process. 

In  other  activities  the  Board  has  developed  Rules  of  Procedure  which 
outline  and  clarify  the  method  of  conducting  business.  It  also  made  changes  in 
several  subdivison  regulations,  following  a  public  hearing,  to  assure  consistency 
between  the  Rules  of  Procedure  and  the  ordinances.  In  addition,  road  constuction 
standards  were  upgraded  and  clarified. 

I  want  to  offer  my  special  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their 
committment  and  hard  work.  The  diversity  and  complexity  of  applications  and  the 
effort  required  to  update  the  Master  Plan  has  imposed  unpresedented  demands 
on  these  individuals.  Their  dedication  is  essential  to  the  fulfillment  of  their  respon- 
sibilities. I  appreciate  their  support. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  at  7:00  pm  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of 
each  month.  All  citizens  are  welcome  to  attend.

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MADBURY  WATER  DISTTRICT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  DECEMBER 31, 2001 

This  has  been  a  year  of  severe  drought  in  our  area;  stream  flows  averaging 
20%  of  normal  and  ground  water  levels  averaging  two  (2)  feet  below  normal.  Dug 
wells  have  been  hard  hit.  Stumps  are  showing  in  the  Bellamy  Reservoir  and  there  is 
only  a  trickle  of  water  flowing  below  the  dam. 

Thert  have  been  proposals  for  large  withdrawals  of  ground  water  for 
commercial  bottling  and  export  and  proposals  for  increasing  demands  for  water 
supplies  by  municipal  systems  -  Portsmouth,  Dover,  and  Durham  -  all  drawing  from 
the  Bellamy  and  Oyster  River  watersheds  wherein  Madbury  lies. 

A  regional  effort  to  secure  in  permanent  conservation  an  area  located  off 
Rt.  125  in  Barrington  to  protect  the  headwaters  of  the  Bellamy  and  Oyster  Rivers 
was  supported  by  Madbury  (  Conservation  Commission  funds)  and  was  success- 
ful. 

New  state  legislation  is  being  presented  on  large  withdrawals,  transfers, 
and  conservation  of  water  supplies. 

These  issues  have  increased  public  awareness  of  the  need  for  water  re- 
source management  on  a  regional  basis  consistent  with  the  way  the  water  system 
works  -  and  in  the  public  interest. 

Recognizing  this  need  for  regional  cooperation  in  water  resources  man- 
agement, the  Madbury  Water  Board  has  been  participating  in  the  Oyster  River 
Watershed  Association  and  is  involved  in  the  formation  of  a  Bellamy  River  Water- 
shed Advisory  Committee. 

The  Madbury  Water  Board  is  also  investigating  Madbury's  rights  and 
powers  to  protect  and/or  develop  water  resources  in  Madbury. 

On  Madbury  Day  in  June,  the  Madbury  Water  Board  displayed  maps  of 
the  Bellamy  and  Oyster  River  Watershed  areas  showing  the  watershed  boundaries 
and  the  municipal  systems  drawing  water  from  Madbury.  Homeowners  could  pin- 
point the  location  of  their  homes  within  their  watershed.  Action  models  demon- 
strated the  movement  of  water  and  contaminants  underground.  Materials  informa- 
tive on  water  matters  were  provided. 

The  Madbury  Water  Board  has  directed  effort  in  200 1  to  gather  and  up- 
date data  on  research,  studies,  laws  and  regulations  dealing  with  water  inventories, 
water  rights  and  water  management  issues. 

Well  drillers'  logos  for  Madbury  wells  have  been  obtained  (available  since 
1 984).  Oyster  River  and  Bellamy  River  Watershed  Water  Budgets  have  been  devel- 
oped for  the  Madbury  Water  Board  by  hydrologist  Thomas  Fargo  to  estimate  safe 
yields  of  withdrawals.  Sources  of  water  for  fire  protection  purposes  have  been 
explored  and  are  being  recorded.  Indentification  of  threats  to  water  quality  and 
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potential  contamination  sites  is  underway  and  a  monitoring  system  has  been  initi- 
ated. 

The  Madbury  Water  Board  has  accepted  responsibility  to  act  on  Madbury 
Master  Plan  recommendations  addressing  water  resource  issues.  The  recommen- 
dation "to  coordinate  water  resource  data  base  management  with  town  boards  and 
the  State  to  further  the  protection  and  management  of  the  water  resources  of  the 
Town"  is  well  underway.  The  Madbury  Water  Board  has  been  strenghtening  links 
with  other  town  boards  and  regional  and  state  bodies  to  transmit  useful  information 
on  water  affairs. 

In  December  the  Madbury  Water  Board  distributed  (courtesy  of  the 
Madbury  Community  Club  with  their  calendar)  to  all  households  in  Madbury  (700) 
a  brochure  on  why  Madbury  homeowners  should  be  concerned  with  the  care  of 
both  well  and  watershed.  Information  on  the  work  of  the  Madbiuy  Water  District 
was  added.  Four  pamphlets  were  included  in  each  package:  a  guide  to  private  well 
testing,  a  guide  to  well  disinfection,  a  guide  to  septic  system  management  and  a 
guide  to  proper  management  of  hazardous  materials  in  the  home.

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MADBURY  LIBRARY  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Since  Town  Meeting  2001,  Madbury's  nascent  library  has  expanded  its 
collection  to  550  volumes,  all  donated;  none  have  been  lost  or  withdrawn  from 
circulation.  One  hundred  and  thirty-five  signouts  have  been  recorded,  mostly  of 
children's  materials.  Purchase  of  a  shelving  unit  gave  lots  more  space  to  put  many 
of  those  books. 

Changes  in  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  cut  the  Monday  evening  story  hour, 
but  the  preschool  version  continues,  with  Susan  Chadwick  and  Andrea  Burzon,  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Thursdays  at  9:30  a.m.  An  easel  board  was  bought  for  this 
and  other  library  programs,  and  for  general  Town  Hall  use.  The  hbrary  hours  are  8- 
1,  MWF. 

The  library  trustees  have  met  regularly.  An  early  order  of  business  was  the 
adoption  of  a  mission  statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Madbury  Public  Library  is  to  augment  the 

center  of  community  life,  and  to  enhance  that  life  by: 

•Encouraging  free  and  open  access  to  ideas  and  information 

in  support  of  learning  by  people  of  all  ages. 

•Encouraging  children's  reading  and  learning  by  way  of 

programs  and  services. 

•OflFering  materials  and  programs  which  complement  the 

interests  of  the  community. 

•Providing  portals  into  statewide  services  and  technological 

information  sources. 

The  trustees  have  also  set  bylaws,  consulted  with  librarians  and  state 
library  persormel,  attended  workshops,  and  generally  grappled  with  the  problems 
of  small  fiinds,  minuscule  square  footage,  no  employees,  and  too  httle  prior  knowl- 
edge. Offsetting  these  shortages  have  been  plentiful  and  cheerful  advice,  dedi- 
cated volunteers,  seemingly  Umitless  supplies  of  donated  books,  and  the  Friends  of 
Madbury  Library.  Heartfelt  thanks  are  due  to  the  Friends,  anchored  by  Jean  Bartell, 
Eileen  Corrow.  Lorraine  Morong,  Betsy  Renshaw,  and  Peg  Wolcott. 

The  trustees  met  with  the  selectmen  in  July  to  discuss  hbrary  matters,  and 
determined  that  the  town  hall  library  space  was  safe  for  the  time  being,  and  that 
some  provision  would  be  made  if  the  library  room  had  to  be  taken  for  another  use. 
In  additioin,  the  selectmen  agreed  to  consider  use  of  the  police  station  or  fire 
station  for  the  library  after  the  safety  complex  is  built,  and  everyone  agreed  that  the 
eventual  site  of  the  library  had  to  be  on  or  near  the  civic  district.  The  selectmen 
expressed  willingness  to  consider  the  trustees'  library  proposals. 

In  November  the  board  suggested  the  appointment  of  Eileen  Corrow  as 
alternate  member,  and  soon  after  the  selectmen  made  that  appointment. 

In  December,  the  trustees  visited  the  police  station,  finding  that  the  space 
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could  potentially  house  the  library  on  an  interim  basis.  In  order  for  that  to  happen, 
shoring  of  the  floors  and  building  of  disabled  access  would  have  to  occur.  Further 
study  to  weigh  the  costs  and  benefits  must  precede  any  decision. 

Next  steps  would  be  to  appoint  a  director,  hire  librarians,  expand  the  col- 
lection, install  a  computer,  offer  programs,  and  participate  in  statewide  library  op- 
erations, but  little  of  that  can  be  done  before  the  space  problem  is  resolved.  The  aim 
is  to  resolve  it,  ultimately,  with  a  building  constructed  as  a  library. 

Toward  this  end.  trustees  placed  the  article  on  this  year's  warrant  propos- 
ing the  creation  of  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  a  hbrary  building.  This  fimd,  along  with 
monies  raised  by  the  Friends  for  this  purpose  and  any  donations  that  might  be 
made,  would  allow  library  construction  at  some  future  date. 

In  other  money  matters,  the  purchases  of  easel,  shelving,  and  certain 
office  supplies  disposed  of  all  but  $.64  of  the  year's  budget.  Also,  a  $1200  Saul  O. 
Sidore  Foundation  grant  was  received  for  the  puchase  of  early  readers  and  children's 
science  books.

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DURHAM  AMBULANCE  CORPS 
TOWN  REPORT  2001 

Description:  The  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  is  a  private,  non-profit,  volunteer 
organization  founded  in  1968  in  memory  of  Dr.  George  G.  McGregor.  The  Corps 
provides  24-hour  emergency  ambulance  service  to  Durham,  Lee,  Madbury  and  the 
University  of  New  Hamshire.  Staffed  with  volunteers,  and  a  fiill-time  Manager,  the 
Corps  has  greatly  improved  its  level  of  patient  care  from  the  minimal  services  of 
Advanced  first  Aid  in  1968,  to  the  various  levels  of  Advanced  Life  Support  cur- 
rently provided.  The  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  takes  pride  in  over  33  years  of 
providing  some  of  the  most  sophisticated  and  progressive  emergency  care  in  the 
area. 

In  200 1  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  responded  to  a  record  974  calls,  a  4.3% 
increase  fi-om  2000.  There  were  360  calls  to  Durham  (36.96%),  290  calls  on  the  UNH 
campus  (29.77%).  226  calls  in  Lee  (23.20%),  49  calls  in  Madbury  (5.03%),  and  49 
calls  mutual  aid  to  other  communities  (5.03%). 

Accomplishmeiits  in  2001: 

•The  safety  of  DAC  Crews,  paients,  and  the  general  public  has  been  improved  by 
installation  of  an  Opticom  traffic  signal  preempting  device  in  the  traffic  lights  at  the 
intersection  of  Route  4  and  Madbury  Rd. 

•Corps  members  continue  to  work  with  community  leaders  to  plan  for  the  fiiture, 
including  plans  for  future  Corps  housing,  planning  to  meet  increased  call  volume, 
etc. 

•The  biennial  fund  drive  brochure  was  mailed  in  November  to  raise  money  for  the 
McGregor  Memorial  Fund,  for  the  purchse  of  non-expendable  equipment,  and  the 
DAC  Building  Fund.  As  in  the  past,  members  of  the  community  have  been  gener- 
ous in  their  support.  Donations  are  still  being  received.  A  membership  drive  is  tied 
in  to  the  fund  drive. 

•Options  were  researched  for  a  new  advanced  cardiac  monitor  with  capabilities  of 
automated  external  defibrillation  (AED)  for  EMT-Basics,  manual  defibrillation,  car- 
diac pacing  and  12-lead  EKG  for  advanced  providers,  and  vital  signs  monitoring. 
Two  Lifepak  12  monitor-defibrillators  were  purchased  and  placed  in  service.  All 
members  have  been  trained  on  the  use  of  the  new  units.  The  units  were  partially 
funded  by  the  McGregor  Memorial  fund. 

Objectives  for  2002: 

•Recruit  more  volunteer  members,  including  EMT's  and  those  who  wish  to  serve  in 

a  non-EMT  capacity  (associate  members),  permanent  area  residents,  and  those 

wishing  to  pursue  advanced  EMT  training. 

•Expand  members'  knowledge  by  hosting  an  EMS  Seminar  for  all  members,  and  a 

leadership  training  session  for  interested  members. 

•Continue  to  work  with  Durham.  Lee.  Madbury.  and  University  of  New  Hampshire 

officials  to  plan  for  future  Corps  housing  and  meeting  the  future  EMS  needs  of  the 
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communities 

•Explore  changes  in  Corps  governing  structure  to  reduce  workload  on  individual 
Executive  Committee  members  and  streamline  administrative  functions.  Consider 
change  to  Board  of  Directors  with  representation  from  community  members. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  support  of  members  of  the  communities  we  serve, 
the  Durham,  Lee,  and  Madbury  Police  Departments,  and  the  Durham,  UNH,  Lee, 
and  Madbury  Police  Departments.

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MADBURY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT  2001 

The  commission  continued  its  work  on  preserving  and  protecting  the 
natural  resources  of  Madbury  with  several  projects  in  200 1 .  Working  with  the 
Planning  Board  and  Strafford  Regional  Planning,  a  revision  to  the  Natural  Re- 
sources Section  of  the  Madbury  Master  Plan  was  drafted  to  reflect  our  current 
environmental  priorities.  We  also  continued  to  further  develop  management  plans 
for  conservation  properties  either  ow  ned  by  or  under  easement  to  the  Town.  Our 
responsiblities  to  monitor  Land  Conservation  Incentive  Program  (LCIP)  properties 
in  Madbury  this  year  included  developing  a  GPS  generated  boundary  map  of  the 
Femald  easement  boundary  markers. 

Commission  members  continued  their  activities  in  regional  committees 
including:  working  with  the  six  other  member  communities  to  develop  a  manage- 
ment plan  for  the  1350  acre  Tamposi  property  in  Barrington,  assisting  the  conserva- 
tion initiatives  and  water  quality  monitoring  studies  of  the  Oyster  River  Conserva- 
tion Association,  and  supporting  the  Great  Bay  Watch  educational  programs. 

We  continued  our  efforts  to  acquire,  or  protect  via  easement,  additional 
conservation  properties  within  the  town.  In  the  past  year  our  efforts  in  this  area 
were  not  met  with  much  success.  Attempts  to  develop  relationships  with  landown- 
ers of  environmentally  sensitive  properties  that  we  feel  should  be  preserved  in 
order  to  protect  their  natural  feamres  were  met  w  ith  minimal  interest.  We  in\'ite  any 
interested  landowners  to  contact  us  to  discuss  options  for  protecting  and  perserving 
the  envirormiental.  agricultural  or  open  space  characteristics  of  your  individual 
properties.  Our  efforts  will  continue  in  this  area  as  we  strive  to  protect  and  presene 
the  environmental  features  that  make  Madbury  a  wonderful  place  to  live.
